The vines have made all the pob»- 
toes they nre going to make when the 
lower leaves begin to turn brown. *The.v 
should be harvested before the first 
bard freeae.In most home gardens po­ 
tatoes are harvested along through the 
season, the larger ones being taken 
out. 
If this is praetlct*d he sure to 
dig them late in the afternoon and 
then place the soil back firmly as one 
am . 
The insects nnd dl.scnscs should be 
kept under <x)ntrol from the start. In 
small gardens the potato bugs and oth­ 
er InsiH'ts can be picked off and killed. 
There is not much »iniiger of the blight 
in small gardens. 
If there are a great 
many insects or diseases among the po­ 
tato plants spray '^^ith Borrtennx mix­ 
ture and arsenate of lead.
